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HOW much can you spend on a home? Econ- 
omists say you can safely spend a fourth to 
a fifth of your monthly income on shelter— or you 
can probably afford to own a home valued at two 
to two-and-one-half times your annual income. A 
few decades ago you would have needed a good 
sized income to think about home ownership. 

Today there is no longer any good reason for not 
enjoying a home of your own. On account of the 
most liberal regulations and Federal insured mort- 
gages, with a very small initial investment, the 
opportunity to own a home is open to all.
